(such as screening installations) for the Jach"mov uranium mines, Re» 
cently a csormlete -achine Installation for a sugar refinery was manu

DB. Most of the plant works on one shift, from 6:00 ame to 2200-pomo; only 
occasionally is there a second shift, which runs from 2:00 Pem. to 10:00 
PoMo The bridge and boiler workshops always work in two shifts.

Ne war, there were three shifts » the third running from 10:00 Poms to 
360 a.m. 


2. . Employees 


a, The majority of the workers are Communists by conviction. At least two 
purges have been carried out at the factory. Durine the nain purge after 
the Fybruary 1948 coup unreliable non-Cormunist personnel were eliminated ; 
mainly from the ranks of the office workers; all of them found emp Loynent 
either with private firms or at the Avia plant in Prapue. In the second 
purge, which occurred during Septembar 1948, about 25 persons iho had becors 
Communist for opportunistic reasons were dismissed. 


b, Nevertheless, many workers at the plant are dissatisfied with conditions 
in the country (food situation, clothing) and at the plant. The orvani~ 
zation of the rlant is in a chaotic state, and contradicting orjers are 
often issued by the Management and the ‘Jorkers Council, Dissatisfied 
workers, of course, do not shoy their discontent in public but make 4t¢ ap- 
parent to their families and friends,
